These barrows vary in 
size, from a few. feet in circumference and 
elevation to structures with a basal circum- 
ference of 1,000 or 2,000 feet, and an 
altitude of from 60 to 90 feet, resembling in 
dimensions the vast tumulus of Alyattes, 
near Sardis. One in Mississippi ia said te 
cover a base of six acres. The 
also vary in thickness, and in height from 
6 to 30 feet, and usually enclose areas 
varying from 100 to 200 aeres. Some 
contain 400; and one on the Missouri has 
an area of 600 acres. The enclosures 
generally are very exact circles or squares, 
sometimes a union of both;
